Any doubts about Swaps’ versatility 
were laid to rest late Saturday after- 
noon when Rex Ellsworth’s colt. making 
his first start on the grass, scampered to 
a handy one-length victory in Washington 
Park’s American Derby. His time for the 
13; miles was 1:5435. equal to the 
\merican record. 

The colt which gave the winner his best 
competition was Clifford Mooers’ Traffic 
Judge, which had given Nashua a scare 
in the Arlington Classic a little more than 
a month before. 

Said Willie Shoemaker after the race: 
“1 thought Swaps was a little tired to- 
ward the end, but actually I wasn't 
worried at any time.” Neither were the 
bettors who collected $2.40 for win 
tickets.

The Habit 


On August 6 J. H. Thatcher's 7-year- 
old mare My Lovely won Centennial race 
track’s Columbine Handicap for the fifth- 
straight time. The Columbine, a_ one- 
mile race for fillies and mares 3 years old 
and upward, has been run at Centennial 
each year since 1950, but this year was the 
first time that the race was run under 
stakes conditions. 


By Lovely Night—My Display, by Dis- 
play. My Lovely has done all of her 
racing for her breeder, J. H. Thatcher, of 
Pueblo, Colo. At 2 she won 2 of 6 starts 
and $1,350. The next season she began 
winning Columbines. A lukewarm second 
choice, she closed strongly to beat the 
favored Hairbow by 114 lengths. It was 
one of 3 winning races for her that year. 


At 4 My Lovely started 9 times, and the 
Columbine provided her with one of her 
2 victories. Again she was second choice, 
this time to the high-class race mare 
Auntie, which had gone to Centennial after 
a successful campaign in California. My 
Lovely beat Auntie by one length. 


In 1953 and 1954 she won 5 races each 
year—including the Columbine. In 1953 
she beat the favored En Fleur by 14% 
lengths. and last year, as odds-on favorite, 
she defeated Panade by three-quarters of 
a length. She was odds-on for the 1955 
renewal, and again she had a close call, 
beating the lightly regarded Cold Heart 
by half a length. 


Through August 6. My Lovely had won 
19 of 78 starts. and earned $51,600. 
Despite her successes in the race, the 
Columbine has done little to increase My 
Lovely’s riches. Her 5 victories were 
worth a total of $9,400, $3,800 of which 
came from the 1955 purse, the first to 
exceed $2.000. 


The Prophetic Number 


A few days before the Grand Prix de 
Paris was run, J. L. Jacquet wrote for 
Paris-Turf an article on the crack jockey 
Fred Palmer et le chiffre fatidique, le 12. 

When Palmer got his first Grand Prix 
victory, on Vieux Manoir in 1950, the win- 
ner was No. 12 on the program. Two 
years later Palmer won his second Grand 
Prix. Le vainqueur? Orfeo, numero 12. 
And in 1954 the winner was Popof, ridden 
by Fred Palmer—and again No. 12. The 
feat was unique et remarquable, said M. 
Jacquet. 

This year Palmer went to Epsom and 
won the English Derby with Phil Drake, 
numero 12 au programme. 

By this time, the affinity between 
Palmer and No. 12 had become a fetiche 
with the French horse-players. There was 
a moment of uncertainty when Freddy won 
the Prix du Jockey Club with Rapace, 
whose number was 9. 

La_ glorieuse serie du 12. etait-elle 
terminee? Mais non; the race was run on 
June 12. 

Possibly this glorious series accounted 
for the fact that the odds against Phil 
Drake and Palmer in the Grand Prix de 
Paris were 44 to 10 instead of even money. 
Phil Drake’s program number was 17, and 
the date was June 26.

A Twinge of Nostalgia 


Cuicaco. The 45th running of the 
American Derby—1,°; miles on the grass 
at Washington Park—was an exhibition of 
versatility by Rex Ellsworth’s California 
colt. Swaps. While contributing greatly 
to the widespread interest in his forth- 
coming match with Belair Stud’s Nashua 
on August 31. Swaps helped write an 
entirely new chapter in American Derby 
history. 

This was the first time since 1884 that 
the American Derby was run on a grass 
course, and only the fourth time it was 
run at any distance other than 14% or 
144 miles. In 1952. 1953. and 1954 the 
distance was 9 furlongs. 

With 5 other 3-year-olds playing minor 
roles, Swaps’ one-length margin over 
Traffic Judge in the first essay on the 
grass for each of them was no indication 
whatever of the Ellsworth colt’s outstand- 
ing superiority. He could have won by 
almost any margin Willie Shoemaker 
chose. Anyone who thinks differently 
simply did not see the race. 

Without resorting to any Socratic irony 
it can be stated that this did not seem 
like the American Derby. even to those 
without’ memories of tallyhoes and the 
festive pageantry of Derby days of the 
past. The incidents which did most to 
supply a Derby atmosphere this year were 
the monetary value of the race ($89,600 
to the winner) and the applause which 
greeted Swaps on his arrival at the 
paddock and again when he came out for 
the race. 


Case of the Rubber Check 


By a strange coincidence 72-year-old 
Tom Bourke, the man who built the present 
Washington Park and who revived the 
American Derby there in 1926, died on 
the eve of the 1955 renewal without hav- 
ing received from those who profited most 
from his early efforts any semblance of 
the recognition he deserved for his con- 
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tributions to the revival of 
Illinois in the early 1920's. 

A former newspaperman, Bourke was 
a promotor and hustler whose “shoestring” 
promotions included the building — of 
“new” Washington Park in 1926 and the 
revival of the American Derby with a 
purse of $100,000. For several years 
previously he and others had promoted 
race meetings at Hawthorne and lobbied 
at Springfield for legislation to legalize 
pari-mutuel wagering. 

Swaps’ $89,600 was only $600 more than 
the late Col. Edward R. Bradley received 
when his Boot to Boot won the 1926 
renewal under the Bourke regime. This 
was the race of the famous “rubber check” 
which bounced after Bradley cashed _ it 
because some of the guarantors were 
tardy with their contributions. The affair 
of the “rubber check” received much 
more adverse publicity than the situation 
warranted. Bourke had powertul 
enemies as well as some good _ friends. 
The Bradley check was soon made good. 
Incidentally. a photostatic reproduction of 
of the “rubber” check lies on the desk 
where this story is being written. Un- 
explained was the fact that the check was 
for $89.050. or $50 more than Bradley had 
coming to him. 

Bourke’s promotional operations. in- 
dividually, were ephemeral. in- 
terests soon passed to others. In the case 
of Washington Park the track became a 
subsidiary of the late Matt Winn’s Ameri- 
can Turf Association, which in turn sold 
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Washington Park to its present owner, 
Ben F. Lindheimer, in 1935. 


The New Era 


After his connection with Washington 
Park was severed Bourke spent a quarter- 
century trying unsuccessfully to promote 
another race track in the Chicago area. 
He was interested more in the promotional 
aspects than in racing itself. Instead of 
receiving a gold-plated lifetime pass to 
the Illinois tracks Bourke. on the few 
occasions he attended the races, usually 
was a paying customer. 

Running the American Derby on the 
grass at the current distance was an 
experiment of Lindheimer’s. There has 
been no indication of his plans for the 
future of the race. Frank E. Butzow 


Decision Pending 


Cuicaco. An important court decision 
was anticipated this week on the constitu- 
tionality of a law passed recently by the 
Illinois legislature to permit property 
owners. under certain circumstances. to 
secede from newly established municipali- 
ties. Specifically. the law if upheld would 
permit Ariington Park and other property 
owners to remove themselves from the 
corporate limits of Rolling Meadows. a 
new town in which they were included 
last spring against their will.

The Scarifier 


Det Mar. For the first time at any 
track in southern California, the Me- 
Donald Scarifier—a conglomeration of 
steel bars. blades. teeth, and rollers used 
to groom the racing strip—is being used 
here this season. 

Affectionately known the Iron 
Monster, its inventor is 71-year-old Donald 
McDonald, a former general contractor, of 
Sacramento. 

After watching the huffin’, puffin’ 
machine in operation here the other day, 
someone said, “Only Rube Goldberg 


could’ve invented it!” 
Be that as it may, trainers—who seldom 
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THE SCARIFIER SETS A UNIFORM BASE, FLUFFS, AND DISTRIBUTES SOIL, 


enjoy agreement on any one subject— 
are convinced the MeDonald Scarifier 


is the greatest thing of its kind ever 
developed. They think so highly of it 
that the HBPA not only gave it an urgent 
recommendation at Del Mar. but offered 
to pay half of the cost of the Scarifier 
here this summer. The money comes out 
of the HBPA’s 40 per cent arrangement 
with management. 


The cost is $100 a day. plus the salaries 
of a 2-man crew and shipping expenses. 
It doesn’t amount to much when you 
consider the vast sums most tracks spend 
trying to maintain a perfect racing strip. 

The Scarifier does everything but give 
you a tip on the winner of the next race. 
All in one operation, it sets a uniform 
base. then fluffs the soil. distributes it, 
and aerates it. The Scarifier goes around 
the mile track in 8 minutes. moving the 
soil in 4 different directions. It takes in 
a width of 16 feet (8 feet on either side), 
at the same time moving some of the 
dirt from front to rear. a distance of 20 
feet. 

McDonald estimates that before the sea- 
son is over dirt that is in front of the 
grandstand will have been moved around 
the track and returned in front of the 
stands again. 

The Scarifier—the name was given it 
by the patent officee—can cut a hard sur- 
face. or put a bottom on a soft track. 
McDonald likes to move in and start work 
on a track 30 days before the season 
opens. Working 3 hours a day. he feels 
that it takes 30 days to get the bottom 
absolutely uniform and the track in per- 
fect condition. At Del Mar he was handi- 
capped because the Scarifier was brought 
in only 4 days before the season opened. 
But the track already is in wonderful 
condition, and McDonald says that soon it 
will be necessary to use the Scarifier 
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He points out that 
all the ingredients for a perfect racing 
surface are at Del Mar. and that no 
materials need be brought. in. 

By a simple adjustment the Scarifier 
can provide any depth of cushion desired. 
The cashion at Del Mar is 184 inches. and 
McDonald says it will be maintained that 
way without change throughout the meet- 
ing. One of the main complaints of 
horsemen at Hollywood Park. where the 
track this season was the poorest in years, 
was that the cushion varied greatly 
throughout the meeting, going from good 
to hard and back again without warning. 
McDonald says the clods of dirt often seen 
flying in the faces of horses and riders 
at some tracks already at Del Mar will 
not fly above the knees. Even this will 
be eliminated soon. 

One of its staunchest supporters is Jack 
Bleu, track superintendent who has been 
at Del Mar since its opening in 1937, 
“I wasn’t sold on the Scarifier when they 
brought it down here from the north,” he 
said. “but it sure made a believer out of 
me.” 

While at Del Mar on a recent vacation. 
George (Brownie) Leach. publicity diree- 
tor for Churchill Downs. showed much 
interest in the Scarifier. He rode on the 
Iron Monster times around the 
track. taking notes and photographing it 
from all angles. 

McDonald. who retired from the con- 
struction business 7 years ago. has $124.- 
000 wrapped up in his Iron Monster. but 
that includes costs of experiments. ete. 
He could duplicate the machine for $65,- 
000. 

McDonald next will try to make his own 
dirt for a race track. It will not be 
ordinary dirt. but dirt which he hopes will 
dry out completely within 4 minutes after 
a rain storm. He has a patent on that 
one coming right up. Ropert HEBERT

No Scarifier, No Racing 


William P. Kyne. general manager of 
Bay Meadows race track, near San 
Francisco, announced this week that he 
had applied to the California Horse Rac- 
ing Board for permission to stage a 
Quarter Horse meeting this fall in place 
of the regular Thoroughbred meeting. 
Bay Meadows already had been granted 
42 days of racing from September 12 
through October 29. 

Kyne said his request for a change was 
made because he had been unable to 
reach an agreement with the California 
division of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association on the use of the 
McDonald Searifier. a machine used to 
condition racing surfaces. The Searifier 
now is being used at Del Mar. where it is 
reported to be popular with the horsemen. 
Kyne said John Beverly, secretary of the 
HBPA’s California division, had “insinu- 
ated” that would not race at 
Bay Meadows Scarifier was 
used. 

“T sent a telegram to the horsemen at 
Del Mar on August 22.” Kyne said. “in 
which I advised them not to ship to Bay 
Meadows unless they intended to race. 
Right now Bay Meadows is offering the 
third-richest stakes and purse program in 
California. richer than Del Mar = and 
Golden Gate. despite the fact that they 
outhandle us. For the first time in Cali- 
fornia the Scarifier suddenly becomes 
compulsory, and the first one they want 
to try it on is old ‘easy Bill Kyne’ because 
he has always given in in the past. Well, 
this telling the management how he must 
run his business must stop somewhere, 
and I’ve called the time to stop as now. 

“The Scarifier is not unknown to us.

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We're not against something just to be 
against it. We had it here once; some 
were for it, some were against it. but 
generally we found it unsatisfactory. Bay 
Meadows has always been noted for be- 
ing a safe track. It has had less break- 
downs than any track in California.

Stakes ai Garden State 


Nine stakes. headed by the “richest 
race in the world.” will be offered at 
Garden State Park’s 25-day fall meeting.

November 5. Stakes will have an added 
value of $345,000. $25.000 more than was 
offered in 9 stakes last vear. The differ- 
ence is that the $50.000-added Gardenia 
Stakes. an early-closing race. has replaced 
rhe $25.000-added Wanda Stakes. a late- 
closing race last year. All other stakes 
will carry the same value as in 1954.

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Retirement of a Salesman 


“Well, boys. I'm selling out.” 


Such was Henry H. Knight's announce- 
ment. made at a small luncheon Monday. 
August 22. at Lexington. that he was 
through as the biggest Thoroughbred 
breeder and salesman in the U. S. 


“Tm going to sell all my mares. except 
the pensioners. and all my weanlings .. . 
the doctor said to slow down. Then next 
year ['m going in with 3 other men to 
buy some American-bred colts and fillies 
out of the yearling sales. and we're going 
to race them and have a good time... . I 
haven't had a good time lately.” 


He hadn't decided on the time and place 
of the sale. but he felt it had to be at 
public auction: “The American horse

people have been good to me, so I figure 
the fairest thing is to offer these horses at 
public auction, where anyone can_ buy 
them who wants to.” 


He would not sell barren mares which 
were 16 years old or older. and he would 
not dispose of his holdings in’ several 
syndicated stallions. The barren mares 
probably woald be sold privately (“As 
long as [ can figure they're going to have 
a good home. . .”) and the syndicate 
shares would be disposed of at a later 
date with approval of other members of the 
syndicates. 

Almahurst Farm will be kept “because 
there isn’t enough money to buy it.” but 
his other 2 farms—the 850-acre Cold- 
stream Stud and the 460-acre Green Hills 
Farm—will be available for sale or lease. 

Knight estimated that 60 to 70 mares

and about 55 weanlings would be sold. 
By all estimates the dispersal would be one 
of the richest in the history of American 
auctions. 

Knight said he would be happy to get 
out from under the strain of running the 
3 farms. He had gone at a -fast clip, 
and in the last dozen years, during which 
he had made a reputation as the biggest- 
dealing breeder of bloodstock in the na- 
tion, there hardly had been a moment 
when a deal was not in the making at 
Almahurst. 


In January. 1944, shortly after he decid- 
ed to give up Standardbred production, 
he bought 5 stallions. 65 broodmares. and 
63 yearlings and foals from the Valdina 
Farm of the late Emerson F. Woodward. 
The transaction. for an estimated $250.000, 
was heralded as one of the biggest of all 
time. By early summer he had resold all 
but the stallions Teddy's Comet and 
Valdina Orphan and a handful of brood- 
mares. 

Within the next 6 months Knight bought 
Kentucky Derby winner Gallahadion and 
all of the breeding stock of Mrs. Ethel V. 
Mars’ Milky Way Farm. In 1947 he got 
from Marcel Boussae the young French 
stallions *Priam IL, *Hierocles, *Adaris, 
and *Goya II, and later the same year he 
bought Coldstream Stud and about 30 of 
its mares. He later resold all but 6 of 
the Coldstream producers. 

Trading and buying and selling never 
stopped, and in July, 1951, he worked what 
probably was his biggest purchase of 
bloodstock. For a sum said to be in ex- 
cess of $1,000,000 he bought all of the 
breeding stock owned by the estate of 
William G. Helis. The transfer included 
the outright sale of 9 stallions, syndicate 
shares in 5 others. 87 brodmares, 32 wean- 
lings, and 51 foals. Some of the horses 
he was owning for the second time, since 
it was Helis to whom he had sold much 
of the stock he had bought from the 
Woodward estate 7 years before. 


While he was buying and selling horses 
and farms. Knight also was conducting 
Kentucky's biggest breeding operations. 
In 10 years he sold nearly $4,000,000 
worth of yearlings at Saratoga. where his 
Knight’s Night was the highlight of the 
annual sale. 

His experiences at Saratoga would be 
difficult to surrender. but the pressure of 
preparing large quantities of yearlings 
had become too much to enjoy. “This year 
for the first time,” he said. “I couldn’t 
walk the horses from the station to the 
barns.” 

“In 45 years I haven't had a month’s 
vacation at one time. Now I’m going to 
enjoy myself.”

Late in July the Gran Premio Nacional 
de Gobierno at Montevideo, Uruguay. was 
won by the Tudor Minstrel mare Amusette.

ran at the Australian Jockey Club spring 
meeting at Randwick.

At 129 
pounds are Plato. the dual Derby winner 
Prince Morvi. and the New Zealanders 
Fair Chance and Somerset Fair. 

Prince Courtauld heads the weights in 
all 4 big races. with 137 pounds for the 
Melbourne Cup and the Metropolitan and 
138 for the Caulfield Cup and the Epsom. 
but trainer Maurice McCarten says he is 
unlikely to run in any of them, since the 
present plan is to reserve him for weight- 
for-age races. 

Highest weight assigned an Australian 
horse in the 2-mile Melbourne Cup is the 
128 pounds given Hellion. runner-up in 
last year’s renewal of that race and win- 
ner of the Australian Cup and other impor- 
tant events.
